Parking Meters Will 
Produce Turnover; Bar 
All-Day Parking 


Free parking and all-day parking in And- 
over’s public lots are on their way out, the 
town manager said this week, because new 
parking meters are on their way in. 

Parking meters will be installed before 
long in town lots behind old Town Hall and 
at the former Heartland site, on Main 
Street next to Old Andover Village and, 
eventually, behind the soon-to-be-renovated 
Memorial Hall Library 

With the new meters will come a full- 
time traffic supervisor (known in some 
parts as a meter maid) to patrol the meters 
and ticket parking violators 

The move toward more meters is not 
intended to generate revenue for the town, 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony said Mon- 
day (as in downtown Boston, for instance, 
where some frustrated parkers have al- 
leged that that city’s strict meter enforce- 
ment is purely a money-making 
proposition ) 

‘‘The purpose is to enforce turnover,’ the 
manager emphasized, ‘‘and to keep all-day 
parking out.’ Town officials want to see 
parking spaces left free for shoppers and 
library patrons 

Today the only parking meters in And- 
over are five-cent, one-hour meters in the 
Main Street lot. Much of that lot is unme 
tered, however, and Police Department 
surveys have shown that Boston-bound bus 
commuters and downtown employees use 
many of those spaces all day 

The plan is to add new meters to ‘‘a good 
portion’ of the Main Street lot, Mahony 
said, combining two-hour meters with some 
four-hour meters 

The meters will most likely cost parkers 
10 cents for one hour, 25 cents for two 
hours, and 50 cents for four hours. The 
existing meters will be increased from five 
to ten cents, the manager said

this year, most of the meters will be for two 
hours, although some four-hour meters will 
be added near the back of the lot 

Town officials had hoped to see the new 
meters installed this summer. But the man- 
ager plans to put the old Town Hall and 
Main Street lots out to bid as one package, 
and a ‘‘utility problem’’ encountered behind 
Town Hall has delayed work at that site 
Because of that delay, it is currently impos- 
sible to say when the meters will appear, 
Mahony said 

The manager said he wants to bid all the 
meters together so their parts will be inter 
changeable, at least as much as possible, to 
make repairs easier and faster 

(Public Works Director Robert McQuade 


explained Tuesday that the delay behind old 
Town Hall is not due to problems with the 
utilities precisely, but to the fact that Park, 
Barnard and Bartlet streets are scheduled 
for extensive reconstruction as part of the 
parking lot project 


(As long as the roads are to be excavated, 
the DPW director said, it might make sense 
to replace all utilities in the roads at the 
same time. He noted that the utilities in the 
three roadways are old and could need 
emergency replacement at eny time 

The parking lot project has therefore 
been put ‘‘on hold”’ until Public Works re 
views possible plans for replacing the utili-

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A Fascination With An Artist 


Leads To Being Published 


An art teacher first pointed Katherine 
Hoffman — at the time a graduate student 
and a young painter with an interest in 
“nature and the environment’’ — toward 
the works of Georgia O'Keeffe. 

The student didn’t see anything of her 
own work in O’Keeffe’s paintings, as her 
teacher had believed she might. But she 
‘‘became fascinated’’ by O'Keeffe, a ‘‘gran- 
de dame’”’ of modern art who fs perhaps 
best known for her striking, hard-edged 
paintings of the New Mexico landscape — 
bones lying in the desert sand, sky, hills, 
canyons 

Katherine Hoffman is no longer a stu- 
dent, but an associate professor of art histo- 
ry at Bradford College, Bradford, with a 
Ph.D. from New York University, a painter 
and photographer, a writer who has pub- 
lished articles on nineteenth-century and 
contemporary artists. She is also the author 
of An Enduring Spirit: The Art of Georgia 
O'Keeffe, published last month by 
Scarecrow Press, Metuchen, N.J 

The 245-page book, her first, is not a 
biography of O'Keeffe but rather ‘‘a study 
of the work, the times and the environment 
in which she lived and first developed, 
which is important to what she became,”’ 
the author explains. ‘It’s about the people 
she knew, the time and the place, and the 
critical response to her work, which was so 
extreme in the twenties and thirties.”’ 

Dr. Hoffman has just moved to Andover 
from Bradford, and she’s busy settling into 
a sunny house on Patricia Circle with her 
husband, writer and Emerson College pro- 
fessor Sean Gresh; and their two children, 
Kristen, 8, and Geoffrey, 4 

She carries a sizable load at Bradford, 
teaching four courses each semester on 
such topics as American art and architec- 
ture, European art of the nineteenth and 
twentieth centuries, the artist in contempo- 
rary society, the business of art. 

Her own paintings (now temporarily un- 
der wraps in her basement) are ‘‘images of 
the sky and clouds’’ in pale blues, pinks, 
white. Her most recent photographs, in 
color and black-and-white, are of clouds as 
well 

She is a teacher of art history — one who 
concentrates chiefly on twentieth-century 
artists — because “I’ve always been fas- 
cinated by the lives of artists,’’ Katherine 
says think art has been an important 
part of our culture and civilization. It’s just 
important for people to know about the 
kinds of things artists have done to contrib- 
ute to society and culture.”’ 

From the first, she was drawn to the way 
O'Keeffe ‘‘dealt with the world of nature, 
and began to abstract from it. She created a 
new kind of world it was a refreshing, 
almost unique approach.”’ 

And, too, she was impressed by the way 
the artist has always painted whatever she 
wanted to paint, despite what was going on 
in the art world at the time — and her time 
stretches from the earliest years of this 
century to the present. 

O’Keeffe's ‘‘semi-abstract’’ images of 
‘flowers, bones, objects in the environ- 
ment, range from realistic to completely 
abstract,’ Dr. Hoffman notes. ‘‘She has her

neatly into realism, say, or surrealism; not 
symbolism or regionalism: ‘‘It’s very hard 
to classify her — she tended to kind of do 
her own things 

Her book was inspired by, but not based 
upon, a doctoral! dissertation she completed 
on O'Keeffe. While researching that work 
Dr. Hoffman realized that little had been 
written about the artist. After she finished 
her dissertation, she began to consider 
‘‘doing something more substantial — not 
just an academic work that would collect 
dust on a library shelf.’’ 

In three major sections, An Enduring 
Spirit deals with ‘‘The Milieu’’ of 
O’Keeffe’s life, ‘“‘The Critics and Their 
Backgrounds,”’ and ‘‘The Work’’ — the art- 
ist’s paintings and sculpture. It also includ- 
es an extensive bibliography and 48 black- 
and-white illustrations of O’Keeffe’s oils 
and watercolors 

To research the book, Dr. Hoffman spent 
time in places O'Keeffe where has lived — 
New York City, New Mexico, Texas,

been.’ She visited museums and archives 
(the Yale library, Whitney Museum, and 
Museum of Modern Art in New York were 
particularly fruitful), and interviewed peo- 
ple who have known O'Keeffe over the 
years 

She found help in various forms from 
Lloyd Goodrich, a former director of the 
Whitney Museum; art critics Herbert Selig- 
mann and Lewis Mumford, who were 
among O’Keeffe’s New York contempora- 
ries; and writer Calvin Tompkins, who pro- 
filed O'Keeffe for the New Yorker in March 
1974 

The artist herself ‘‘did not offer huge 
amounts of cooperation,’’ however. Today 
O'Keeffe lives alone in New Mexico, ‘‘a 
matriarch of the world of modern art,”’ Dr 
Hoffman writes in her preface, and at 96 
something of ‘‘an enigma ... enshrouded in 
the mysteries and rhythms of the desert 
Recently ill and almost blind, she still con- 
tinues to paint, the author says, but her 
communication with critics and journali 


: 
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The author’s prologue begins with 
O’Keeffe’s birth on Nov. 15, 1887, in Sun 
Prairie, Wisconsin, farmland that ‘“‘be- 
longed to the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries."’ Her family later took her to 
Virginia, and from there the young art 
student found her way to New York in 1907 

It was while teaching in South Carolina 
several years later that O’Keefe made the 
crucial decision to break from the formal 
traditions of painting, the world of still lifes 
and portraits, and ‘‘just do what she felt she 
should do as an artist, to paint how she 
felt,’ Dr. Hoffman says. ‘‘She began doing 
watercolors and charcoal drawings. It was 
a decision to follow her own star.”’ 

She went on to teach in Texas, where she 
painted ‘‘a large number of bold and daring 
watercolors,”’ the author writes. And she 
began corresponding with Alfred Stieglitz, 
a New York photographer and gallery own 
er who had already exhibited some of her 
drawings (without her permission) 

Stieglitz, 20 years her senior, would later 
become her husband. He and his 291 gallery 
on Fifth Avenue were at the center of a 
circle of avant-garde artists, writers, and 
critics, and in addition to his role in show- 
casing modern art, Dr. Hoffman says, he 
championed photography as an art form 

O'Keeffe came to New York in the sum 
mer of 1917 to paint under Stieglitz’s 
guidance. It was another important deci- 
sion, the author writes: ‘‘She arrived in a 
city ripe with ideas and change and ab- 
sorbed much of that energy, influenced 
consciously and unconsciously by the tem- 
per of those times.”’ It- was ‘‘a period of 
unrest and change, but optimistically rebel- 
lious - 

When Stieglitz first saw some of the art 
ist's drawings in 1916, the same drawings he 
later exhibited, he exclaimed, ‘‘Finally a 
woman on paper!’’ His influence on 
O'Keeffe was important, Katherine says. 
because he supported her ideas and her 
work ‘‘he really helped her continue’ 
with her decision to paint what she felt. 

The next great milestone in the artist’s 
life, Dr. Hoffman believes, was her first 
trip to New Mexico during the late twen- 
ties. She would return to the land that 
became such a vital part of her work every 
summer for the next 20 years, and after 
Stieglitz died in 1946, she moved from New 
York to live full-time in this ‘‘much narrow- 
er and quieter’ world 

In the years since, the artist has travelled 
extensively, produced some large pieces of 
cast aluminum sculpture — and has contin- 
ued to paint 

Although her subjects have changed over 
the years, O’Keeffe’s work has its own 

certain kind of consistency,’’ Katherine 
notes. She has moved from abstract, ‘‘free- 
flowing’ works in muted pastels to ‘‘very 
geometric, very minimal, hard-edged’’ 
works in bright colors — and back again. 
‘She goes back and forth from realistic to 
abstract in the same year.”’ 

In her book, Dr. Hoffman offers detailed 
critical analysis of the artist’s work, from 
abstract oils and watercolors inspired by 
the Texas plains, to a series of stunning

Mattheson told THE TOWNSMAN that he 
will miss all the hustle and bustle of busi- 
ness at Town Hall. After over two decades 
of working, sometimes seven days a week, 
life will be a bit different for Mattheson. 

‘The job was almost like a second home 
for me,’’ he said. ‘‘It’s been a big part of my

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As the town’s accountant, Mattheson 
who worked for the old Lawrence Cooper 
ative Bank before starting work for the 
town, served as an auditor for the town. He 
explained that besides ‘keeping the books,”’ 
he had to approve all expenditures, making 
sure they were reasonable and proper, and 
see that town departments didn’t overspend 
their budgets. He also oversaw the town’s 
retirement system 

When he started working for the town 
there were two women working in the office 
with him, said Mattheson. The staff grew to 
Six with Mattheson overseeing four clerks 
and an assistant when he left 

In addition to staffing changes over the 
years the introduction of computers to the 
office changed the way things worked. 

‘IT only had bookkeeping machines when I 
Started here,’’ Mattheson said. 

The newly retired accountant said he has 
no plans for his time yet, adding that he is

flower paintings, New York cityscapes and 
New Mexico desert images. 

In New Mexico, for example, she began 
painting a well-known series of ‘‘bone paint- 
ings’’ in 1943. These paintings all feature 
pelvis bones (‘‘frequently to be found near 
her house’’); some are abstract, others 
realistic, some stark, others ‘‘dreamlike’’, 
some in grays and blues, others in reds and 
yellows. 

‘O'Keeffe has created her own individual 
aesthetic and remarkable sense of space 
which often throughout her career appears 
to be infinite in her paintings,’ Dr. Hof- 
fman writes in the epilogue to her book. 
“She has also created a new world of na- 
ture’s forms through her powerful personal 
expression. Almost always one senses that 
inner vitality that is important for survival 
in our present age.” 

During the twenties and thirties, the crit- 
ical response to her work was ‘‘extreme,”’ 
Katherine says. O'Keeffe had been ‘‘born 
into a world where women artists received 
little or no recognition’’ — and when the 
critics took notice of her work, most in- 
sisted on viewing it as ‘‘feminine imagery,” 
the author writes. The flower paintings, for 
instance, were considered by some to be 

‘blatant sexual images, ’ she says, and not 
art at all 

O'Keeffe was not happy to be identified 
as a women artist: ‘‘She’s always preferred 
to see herself as an artist, not a women 
artist. She doesn’t like to think it matters.”’ 
Dr. Hoffman believes it does matter, at 
least to some extent; if O'Keeffe had been a 
man, she says, the critics would not have 
reacted as they did to her flower paintings 

Today, ‘‘a lot of women artists look up to 
her as a grand dame figure, someone who’s 
made it,’’ she adds. As for the critics, 
“people are really accepting of her work 
today. It looks very sort of meek and mild- 
mannered,’ she says, compared to much of 
what has been done more recently in Amer 
ican art 

It is the artist’s ‘‘courage to follow her 
own thinking, the courage and spirit to keep 
on doing her own work for 70 years’’ that 
Katherine most admires. She quotes Stieg- 
litz, who near the end of his life told an 
interviewer that O'Keeffe was ‘‘absolute 
clean cut like a crystal ... I don't believe she 
ever did anything which is contrary to her 
own inner feelings.’ 

As her research progressed, Dr. Hoffman 
was impressed by the character that began 
to emerge from behind the artist’s ‘‘lovely 
pastel images. The more I read, the more I 
realized that in many ways she is very 
tough. I came to see her personality a little 
bit differently — she has a certain kind of 
discipline and drive, even more than I had 
imagined.”’ 

She was also rather surprised, and ‘‘very 
impressed,’’ by what she found in 
O'Keeffe’s writings (letters and a 1976 
book, Georgia O'Keeffe). The artist's 
words are in many ways “‘like her artwork 

straightforward, honest, suecinct.’’ (It is 
not at all common to find an artist’s words 
that truly complement the artist’s work, 
she believes. )

is an important artist, ‘particularly in 
American art — she is not classified in the 
Picasso category, but she’s definitely an 
important American artist. She painted 
things that are part of the American cul- 
ture."’ The shapes, forms and colors 
O'Keeffe uses have also had an influence on 
modern American art, she adds. 

Certain of the artist’s works will indeed 
endure, Dr. Hoffman says: some of the 
flower paintings (one of the best, in her 
opinion, is ‘White Rose with Larkspur, No. 
2°’, which hangs in Boston’s Museum of 
Fine Arts), the New Mexico bone images 
and pelvis images, a series of four large 
paintings entitled ‘‘Sky Above Clouds.” 

Among the author’s favorite O’Keeffe 
works is a 1930 series of six paintings called 
‘‘Jack-in-the-Pulpit’, in which the artist 
starts with a ‘fairly realistic’ representa- 
tion of the flower and then transforms it, in 
the next five paintings, into ‘‘abstract or 
semiabstract’’ versions — all done in “‘pow- 
erful purples and greens, and ... strong 
curving forms.” 

Her immersion in Georgia O'Keeffe is 
now finished. She spent the 1982-83 academ- 
ic year writing, and most of the past year 
rewriting, indexing, and proofreading 
“It’s still sort of unbelievable that I actual- 
ly wrote this thing,”’ she says, looking down 
at her book. ‘‘For a while it seemed like a 
never-ending process.”’ 

Katherine looks forward to spending 
more time on her own painting and photog- 
raphy, with hopes of showing her work in 
this area. She plans, also, to continue ‘‘ex- 
ploring’’ the period of early American mod- 
ern art. ‘‘I like the combination of visual 
work and writing,’ she says. ‘‘It’s a matter 
of finding the time — I need at least 20 more 
hours in a day.’ 

But she is not likely to truly leave 
Georgia O'Keeffe behind. The final words 
of her epilogue hint that the artist will stay 
with her somehow: ‘To enter the world of 
O’Keeffe’s paintings and sculpture is to 
enter a world of everlasting spirit.”’

WASHINGTON — We 
have good news this Inde- 
pendence week. The docu- 
ment that started it all — 
the Declaration of Independ- 
ence — is in good hands at 
the National Archives. 

As might be expected, it 
has faded, and many of the 
signatures are illegible. Only 
John Hancock’s bold flourish 
remains clear and unmistak- 
able, two centuries after he 
wrote it so that King George 
III could read it without his 
spectacles. 

Since 1952, the declara- 
tion has been sealed in a 
helium-filled glass case that 
was designed to prevent fur- 

‘ ther deterioration. As long 
as the case doesn’t leak, 
temperature and humidity 
changes will have no effect 
on this priceless piece of 
America’s heritage. And 
experts check the case each 
day for any sign of a leak. 
There have been none so far. 

Two years ago, Congress 
got worried again about the 
declaration, so the Archives 
staff organized a group of 
document experts to make 
the daily inspections. 

The experts are satisfied 
that the precious document 
is not deteriorating, but just 
to be on the safe side, they 
recommended that the 
Archives develop a state-of- 
the-art method of inspecting 
the declaration inside its 
glass case. They turned to 
the National Aeronautics 


and Space Administration 
for help.

Space-age tech keeps Declaration 
a living docurent 


The space scientists came 
through handsomely. Last 
March, NASA’s Jet Propul- 
sion Lab reported that it had 
developed a space-age 
system, based on electronic 
image enhancement, for 
inspecting the declaration. 

e experts assured our 
associate Tony Capaccio 
that the device will give ear- 
ly warning of any deteriora- 
tion in the document. 
Archives officials expect the 
new system to be in place by 
1987 — which happens to be 
the 200th anniversary of 
another historic document: 
the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed*States. The new system 
will also be used to keep 
track of the state of the 
Constitution, the Bill of 
Rights and other documents 
entrusted to the Archives. 

Hundreds of Americans 
and foreign visitors stand in 
line each day to file past the 
Declaration of Independ- 
ence. It is a useful reminder 
that there is more to the 
Fourth of July than picnics, 
hot dogs and fireworks. 

We are pleased to report 
that the declaration will be 
around for at least another 
couple of hundred years, 
thanks to the tender loving 
care it is now getting. 

NO MERCY: Most Ameri- 
cans who collect supplemen- 
tal income payments from 
the Social Security Adminis- 
tration are impoverished 
women over 75. You would 
think the government would 
temper its strict enforce- 
ment of regulations govern- 
ing such payments with a

touch of mercy for these eld- 
erly women. 

But the sad fact is that 
Uncle Sam is going after 
these senior citizens with a 
vengeance. Federal bureau- 
crats are paid well to make 
sure the women don’t get a 
nickel more than they are 
entitled to, and often the 
enforcement proceedings 
cost more than the piddling 
amount of overpayments. 

What’s worse, Social 
Security employees get 
merit-pay raises for ruth- 
lessness. The government 
offers incentives to the 
bureaucrats to seize the 
widows’ mites. The more 
money they take away from 
the destitute women, the 
more money goes into their 
own pay envelopes. 

Fair is fair, the bureau- 
crats say, and the rules must 
be obeyed. But consider 
these facts: There are now 4 
million people drawing sup- 
plemental benefits, and 
roughly 3 million are women 
over 75. Many are physically 
or mentally disabled. Most 
never graduated from high 
school. Many have only a 
fourth-grade reading ability. 

Yet the government sends 
these people forms to fill out 
that would give pause to a 
Philadelphia lawyer. It is no 
wonder that some of these 
women make mistakes that 
result in overpayments 
When it happens, the govern- 
ment treats innocent mis- 
takes as if they were under- 
handed attempts to defraud 
the Treasury. 

Legislation has been intro- 
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duced in Congress that 
would eliminate what its 
sponsors call the “meanness 
factor” in Social Security 
enforcement. But don’t get 
the idea this would enable 
welfare recipients to ride 
around in limousines. 

Nursing home residents, 
for example, now receive a 
monthly allowance of $25 
for such sundry items as 
toiletries, haircuts and writ- 
ing paper. The new legisla- 
tion would raise this to the 
princely sum of $35. 

DIPLOMATIC WARN- 
ING: Is there male chauvin- 
ism in the State Depart- 
ment? During the 1970s, the 
department increased its 
work force by 800 women, 
but virtually all of them 
were hired for low-level 
jobs. The higher you look in 
the State Department, the 
you are to find a 
woman. Recently, Rep. Lin- 
dy Boggs, D-La., introduced 
legislation to end the 
discrimination. If such prac- 
tices continue, she says, she 
will try to cut the depart- 
ment’s budget. 

MENGELE OR ELSE 
The most notorious Nazi 
butcher still at large is Dr 
Josef Mengele, the terrible 
“Angel of Death” at 
Auschwitz. He was last 
reported living in comfort- 
able exile in Paraguay 
under the protection of dic- 
tator Gen. Alfredo Stroess- 
ner. Congressional sources 
have told us they will seek to 
cut off aid to Paraguay 
unless Mengele is deported 
to face long-delayed justice.

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Strengthens Grip On First

The Andover Gold Babe Ruth baseball team, 
seeking its fourth Greater Lawrence League 
championship in the last six years, strengthened its 
hold on first place and stretched its winning streak 
through five straight games by sweeping to three 
victories last week. 

Rick Lafond almost singlehandedly kept the 
String alive in a dramatic 5-4 triumph over North 
Andover, hurling 3 and 1/3 innings of strong shutout 
relief and capping an impressive comeback from a 
4-0 deficit by belting a two-out, two-run double in 
the bottom of the seventh.

drawn-in shortstop Chris Colsia, a foul pop to first 
baseman Larry Aiello and a superb diving catch by 
leftfielder Chris Nelson to rob Sam Conte of a two- 
run double.

Did You Know? 


James Lind, a British Naval surgeon, in 
1747 proved experimentally the value of a 
treatment for a disease that had incapaci- 
tated more seamen than all other diseases, 
wars, shipwrecks and accidents combined. 
The disease was scurvy, a severe vitamin. 
deficiency resulting from sailors’ unvaried 
diet of salt meat and sea biscuits. 

Lind’s recommendation was the addition 
of fresh limes, other citrus fruits and their 
juices, to diets of seamen. Though not 
adopted generally by the British Navy until 
after his death, this diet saved countless 
lives. British seamen, thereafter called 
‘‘Limeys,”’ were the first group to receive 
vitamin therapy.
